Averted War With Turks 


Constantinople.- In Allied circles 


LieutGen, Sir Charles Harington is 


given warmest praise for his skilful 
handling of the difficult armistice 
negotiations, He had received from 
the British Cabinet permission to em- 
ploy the fullest military measures to 
bring the belligerents to terms, but 
despite strong pressure from some of 
his own officers and continued impor: 
tunities from abroad, he refused to 
countenance resort to arms, and plac- 
ed all his faith.in appeal to reason. 

When the Mudania conference seem 
ed headed for the rocks Genegal Har- 
ington addressed to Ismet Pasha, the 
Nationalist representative, a stern 
warning declaring that Great Britain 
was nearihg the end of her patience. 
When he spoke he carried in his joe- 
ket two ultimatums, either of which 
meant war; one demanding immedi- 
ate acceptince of the Allied terms on 
Thrace; the other demanding that the 
Turks withdraw from Chanak. 

“JT was prepared to use them js a 
last weapon and the time seemed to 
have come,” General Harington  in- 
formed the Associated Press. 

“I decided not to remove them from 
my pocket until I had tried persuasion 
once more. I told Ismet that Eng- 
land had said her last word, had 
made her last concession. He saw 
me fingering,the ultimatum in my 
pocket and said, ‘Is it really your final 
word,” I replied ‘Yes.’ 

“Somehow his belligerent air chang- 
ed; he softened into an attitude of 
compromise and conciliation, then the 
lide changed and peace appeared on 
the horizon for the first time, 

“Only the officers and soldiers in the 
Chanak and other areas who suffered 
silently many taunts and embarrass- 
ments from the Nationalist troops 
know how ngar the first shot was 
which might have set the whole Near 
East aflame. 

“Four factors made the 
possible. First, .the Allied 
spoke with a united voice. The Turks 
had hoped to divide France against 
Great Britain and get what they de 
sired out of the quarrel. Second, the 
prompt action of the British Govern- 
ment in sending reinforcements. Ii 
was a remarkable achievement to col- 
lect within the brief period of ihvree 
weeks from peace time resources such

It will be observed that without 
specially mentioning the fact we have 
got away from the bulldings anf into 
the open fields.

not only in protecting growing crops 
from unkind winds, as already indicat- 
ed, but in preventing the fatal soli 
drifting, which, of recent years, has 
done such widespread and in many 
cases irreparable damage. 

It is a much more serious and ex 
pensive undertaking to provide wind 
breaks for an entire farm, than It is 
to plant the sheltering trees necessary 
to protect the small area occupied by 
w% home bufldings and garden. Ney- 
ertheless, while other agencies may 
also be of value, it is Nature’s safest 
and surest way of holding things 
down where they belong. On many 
southern prairie farms it is a pressing 
question today and will be an even 
more exigent one next year and after, 
as to whether the forest belt shall 
come or the farm shall go, either on 
the wings of the wind, or for what it 
will fetch, less the humus already 
gone. 


Sorting Weeds From Wheat 


New Machine That Is Said to Success 
fully Remove Weed Seeds 

Weed seeds that comprise from two 
to 18 per cent. of the total bulk of 
wheat as it is harvested, are now suc- 
cessfully removed by a machine de- 
veloped by the United States Depart 
ment of Agriculture. 

The new machine, called a “reclean- 
er,” consists of 15 aluminum disks set 
2% inches apart on a shaft rotating _ 
at 60 revolutions a minute. Each disk 
is slotted with a large number of un- 
dercut pockets, that act as sorters 
Three sizes of pockets are used for 
making the separations. In opera- 
tion, the fine ‘seeds are discharged 
into bags on one side of the machine 
and the cleaned wheat into bins or 
wagons, 

In one test, grain containing up to 
88 per cent. of weed seed was passed 
into the machine, reappearing as 
cleaned wheat, without visible traces 
of foreign grains.”

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_Dehorned Cattle 


Practice Has Received Endorsement| Marvelious Discoveries Made by 


Of Prominent Livestock Men 

The dehorning of commercial cattle 
has recently received such striking 
endorsation by prominent lives 
men as should result in its general 
practice from one end of Canada to 
the other. It is confidently expected 
that for strictly economic reasons, 
growers aud feeders of livestock will 
unite In a nation-wide movement to 
eliminate horns on their commercial 
cattle, within the next twelve months. 

Recently, at one of the most repre- 
sentative livestock conferences ever 
held in Western Canada, and at which 
such vital matters as breed improve- 
ment, winter feeding, organization for 
marketing and development of mar- 
kets, ete., were under the serious con- 
sideration of Federal and Provincial 
Departments of Agriculture, agricul: 
tural colleges, representatives of live- 
stock associations, packers, rallway 
companies and the Canadian Council 
of Agriculture, the question of dehorn- 
ing received significant attention, re- 
sulting in the following strong resolu- 
tion of endorsation: — 

“Experience has proved the great 
advantage fron every standpoint ot 
dehorning commercial cattle, and this 
conference is of the opinion that a 
great benefit would accrue to the live- 
stock industry if all commercial cat- 
tle were dehorned. Every effort 
should therefore be made to attain 
this object and this conference asks 
for the active support and co-operation 
of the press, and all institutions and 
organizations interested in the live- 
stock industry to encourage the prac- 
tice of dehorning all horned commer- 
clal cattle between March 15 and April 
16 or duriff® the month of October.” 

This resolution is an indication of 
the vital necessity of encouraging 
maximum gains in cattle for feed con- 
sumed, obtaining maximum market 
prices, and eliminating waste. It is 
a straight dollars and cents proposi- 
tion and in this age of high produc- 
tlon and marketing costs deserves 
your earnest aitention, just as much 
as any other of the important prob- 
lems affecting the financial status of 
the industry which you represent. 

Dehorning is no fad. It is a feed 
lot and market requirement. Horns 
are a handicap to commercial cattle: 
They add to the cost of production 
and discount the selling value of the 
animal. Your feed supply cannot 
stand wastage, From the calf-pen to 
the block, horns are a bill of expense 
to the producer and feeder. They 
are of no economic value to the farm- 
er, butcher, or exporter, but are often 
the cause of unthriftiness, disconten: 
and injury in feed lot and stable, re- 
sult in the placing of “second-class. 
goods” on the market, and cause 
heavy losses in killing. On the small 
farms and on many large ones, all 
classes of livestock are pastured in 
the same field. Scores of cases are 
known where, as a result of the cattle 
being horned, valuable young colts, 
sheep and lambs have either beén kill- 
ed or disabled through being hooked. 
Every year, thousands of dollars are 
lost to the farmer, directly through a 
lack of that even temperament in the 
herd so necessary to economical pro- 
duction and an equal chance for every 
animal in the herd and indirectly 
through the cut in market price levied 
on bruised and torn cattle. 

In practical experimetnal work In 
dehorning carried on in all provinces 
of Canada by the Dominion Expert- 
mental Farms System, the weight of 
evidence in favor of feeding dehorned 
stock should give tremendous impetus 
to the policy. In one typical case a 
lol of eight dehorned steers made an 
average gain of 23. pounds over a 
similar number of horned animals; 
another lot of twenty-four dehorned 
steers made average gains of 41 
pounds in three weeks; one lot of 
eight steers dehorned and running 
loose made an average gain of 186% 
pounds, and another lot a total gain of 
910 pounds. In all cases dehorned 
steers running loose made _ superior 
gains to tied steers. 

Dehorning permils of loose feeding, 
a method very conducive to good 
gains. Ina large majority of cases, 
no reduction in weight occurred and 
where met with, the loss was over- 
come by very substantial gains by the 
end of two to four weeks. It is for 
these reasons that all extensive catile 
feeders practice dehorning. 


The value of purchasing steers al- 
ready dehorned is abundantly proved 
by experiment and experience. Thirty- 
five steers dehorned after purchasing 
nade an average gain of 31 pounds 
per head during the first month, 
whilst seventeen steers hornless at 
time of purchase made average gains 
of 61.9 pounds. For the entire feed- 
ing period the hornless steers made 
an average gain of 231 pounds, whilst 
those dehorned after purchase made 
an average gain of 1863 pounds: The 
Steers purchased dehorned had no re- 
covery to make before the commence- 
ment of the test, It will pay to de- 
horn your cattle and, as well, to buy 
only dehorned cattle.

Livestock Trade 


Markets Generally Well Sustained and 
the Outlook Promising 

The comments of the Dominion 
Livestock Branch on the state of the 
livestock market and the operations 
earried on during the month of Aw 
gust clearly indicate that at the end 
of the month the outlook was- promis- 
ing, prices generally being rather bet 
ter than in August last year. The 
excellent feed situation in Ontario ts 
reported as creating a strong demand 
for store cattle and that outlet as sus 
taining prices of unfinished stock. 
Movements of store cattle from the 
Toronto market to the country were 
the heaviest for the year to date, be 
ing 7,567 compared with 2,900 in the 
same month last year. Six carloads 
of ewes were shipped from the same 
market under the Free Freight Policy 
of the Dominion Livestock Branch, 
and many orders remained unfilled. 

A special note in the Montreal re 
port is that the advantage of castrat 
ing and docking lambs was forcibly 
illustrated by a load of lambs s0 
treated from Trois Pistoles, Que.. 
bringing a premium of fifty cents per 
hundred, over other lambs that were 
sold the same day 

The Winnipeg report states that 
among cattle received from Northern 
Saskatchewan and Alberta were a 
nummber of four and five-year-old 
Steers lacking finish, which were not 
only a drag on the market but were 
practically unsaleable At the same 
market the hog supplies ran short and 
prices bounded upward, being two do! 
lars at the close above the 


lowest 


point reached during the month. 
Lambs and sheep also showed an up 
ward tendency in Winnipeg at the 
month’s close. Edmonton ieports 
farmers rushing their cattle to mar 
ket in fear of a shortage of feed, but 
heavy rains had so improved the pas- 
ture that cattle from the Peace River 
district that arrived towards the end 


of August showed good quality and 
good fleshing. Some big buying from 
the United States sustained the Ed 
monton market. One buyer took 5, 
500 head of cattle, principally stock 
ers and feeders, and a load of “butch 
ers” was shipped to Chicago. At Cal- 
gary the market was generally active, 
many cattle being purchased for trans 
port to the United States, one firm 
alone taking 2,043 head of stockers

Will BeAllowed ToTake 
Up Further Free Home- 
steads Under New O.In C. 


OTTAW A—Settlers in Saskatche- 
wan and Alberta who have experienc: 
ed repented crop failures are to be 
allowed to take up further free home. 
steads in other districts where the 
prospects for an adequate return for 
their labors see more assured, under 
the terms of au ordet-in-council ap- 
proved and made public. The regula- 
tions under which re-entry may be 
made are set out in the order

The regulations state: 

(1) Where crown patents have been 
issued under the provisions of the 
Dominion Lands Act, the persons to 
whom such patents were issned may, 
with the permissicn of the minister of 
interior, reconvey to His Majesty the 
King in right of the Donrinion of Can- 
ada the land described in such patent, 
upon furnishing «a satisfactory 
reconveyance “Free from all Eneum- 
brances” the person so reconveying 
may be permitted to select a like area, 
quarter section for quarter section of 
vacant and avialable Dominion lands 
in another district and have the same 
recorded imhis name in the books of 
the agent of Dominion Lands for the 
distriet
